Those new rules for dealing 
with crim inal suspects are like­ 
ly to have Bucks County JP s 
pulling their hair out come J a n ­ 
uary. 


Two m em bers of the public 
relations committee of the Bucks

night. 


The regulations, drawn from 


recent State Supreme and Sup­ 
erior Court decisions, have far- 
reaching effects in tightening up 
procedure 
regarding 
arrests, 
prosecutions and 
press, 
radio 
and TV coverage. 


George B. Paxson, com mittee 
chairm an, and Chris G. Ritter, 
mem ber, said certain cases will 
m ake it hard “ on the pocket- 
books of the m agistrates.”

find 
not 
available’ 
signs

when they take some of these 
to a J P s office,” Paxson said 
last night.

“ No doubt some of them are 
going to cost us money." 


Ritter said the new rules led 
him to believe “ that the law is 
on the side of the defendant.” 
Paxson said the edict would 
prevent police from getting con­ 
fessions and the J P from getting 


a guilty plea. Newsmen, he said, 
starting next year would be pro­ 
hibited from taking photos or 
te’evising a hearing while it is 
in progress.

They would also be banned 
from making phone calls from

Paxson and Ritter referred to 
one of the rules which requires. 
in certain eases, that the JP 


send a summons to a defendant 
instead

Ritter said. 


“ I feel that some of them are 
going to skip town,” he added. 


A summons is issued by the 
.IP after a complaint is made. 
It instructs the defendant to a p ­ 
pear with'n three to IO days.
